The great bomber fleet ranged 
over much of the Rhineland d u r­ 
ing the night delivering the main 
attack on 
F rankfu rt—exceeding 
500 tons—and a force of Lancas­ 
ters made a subordinate raid on 
Ludwigshafen which, 
w ith 
its 
twin city of Mannheim across the 
river, lias been blastid 59 times 
previously. 
From all of these operations, 
which included Mosquito attacks 
on other objectives in northwest 
Germany. 12 planes failed to n - 
tut n. 
The attack on F'rankfurt was 
the RA F’s first substantial raid 
there, and the 18th major Allied 
attack in a little more than a 
fortnight of heavy bom bet 
ac­ 
tivity. 
The drone of heavy bombers 
beat the 
skies over southeast 
England as aircraft went out in 
a seemingly endless procession. 
Once more the RAF split its 
force between two targets using 
tile strategy of confusion against 
harried German defenses. By hit­ 
ting F rankfurt in only a mattei 
of hours after Am erican Faying 
Fortresses, it gave impetus to the 
recent suggestion by Prime Min­ 
ister Churchill 
that 
the 
time 
eventually 
would 
be 
reached 
which would permit the method­ 
ical destruction by day and night 
of Nazi military objectives. 
Canadian 
pilots 
who 
partici­ 
pated in the mass night attack 
said the fires left by the F ran k­ 
furt pounding could be seen 300 
miles away. They reported little 
opposition which they attributed 
to the disorganization caused by 
the American daylight attack. 
The RAF' overnight foray fol­

Out of Russia, Say Reports 


Nature at her

generally 
can beat man at his wo rst, and 
the autumn delug e finally has pro ­ 
duced almo st impassible seas of 
mud which have 
brought 
the 
lighting 
on 
the 
Russo* German 
front to a near standstill in many 
secto rs,of the thousand-mile line. 
This was to be ex pected, how­ 
ever, and I'm sure that readers of 
this column already 
had 
their 
rubbers on and umbrellas ready , 
having received 
warning 
weeks 
ago. The downpour is no phenom­ 
enon such as evoked the observa­ 
tion 
from 
Cains 
Marius 
the 
doughty Roman who a century 
H. C. also beat the Germans 
that "ex traordinary rains pretty 
generally fall after great battles.” 
The Russian flood and mud are 
fix tures for this time of y ear — 
war or no war. 
From now until 
the 
ground 
freezes in mid-November much of 
the eastern front will be a morass. 
There will ho lighting, probably 
some of it very fierce, but a gen­ 
eral lull is in order 
a Godsend 
to the lighting men of both sides, 
who for months have been under 
a strain 
almost bey ond human 
endurance. 
This slackening oil in the fight­ 
ing will give both sides a chance 
to pull up their socks. 
Already 
the Russians appear to be getting 
sot 
for a big 
winter 
offensive 
which will capitalize tho sensa­ 
tional gains of the summer. 
This 
can't come 
until 
the 
ground 
fr eez es , 
and last y ear the Musco­ 
vites didn’t got going until No­ 
vember 19. 
Even at that date the big rivers 
aren't well frozen,
